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New Branch Library 
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€ Final plans have been ap- 
proved for the construction 
of. a new library building to 
replace the store-front quar- 
ters of the Bayview Branch 
Library. George Alfred, li- 
brarian of the branch now 
operating at 5009 3rd Street, 
reports that construction is 
scheduled to begin on the new 
building in November of this 
year, The new building will 
go up on the northeast cor- 
ner of Third and Revere, a 
site now occupied by Wheel- 
er’s Mohawk Gasoline Station. 
At the time of the bequest, 
the Library Commission de- 
signated the fundsfor the Bay- 
view Branch and set about 
finding a proper site for the 


new building. The site chosen 
has the advantages of a cen- 
tral location on the busiest 
street in the Hunter’s Point- 
Bayview area, and is easily 
accessible by car, bus, or on 
foot. 

The new building was 
designed by Barry Wasserman 
of the architectural firm of 
John Bolles, Architect, It is a 
handsome, simple structure 
which makes good use of the 
site and takes into account the 
needs of the neighborhood. 
The public service areas are 
ali on a single level, and will 
be completely carpeted. The 
main entrance on Third Street 
will be accessible by steps 
and a ramp (for handicapped

patrons), The public areas of 
the building will be set far 
enough off Third Street to be 
sheltered from glare and noise 
of traffic, The building’s capa- 
city will be upwards of 20,000 
volumes, In addition to the 
regular public service areas, 
the building will also include 
a large meeting room with a 
seating capacity of 75, This 
room will be used for library 
programs and will also be 
available for use by com- 
munity organizations, The es- 
timated cost of the buildings 
and land is $200,000, All equip- 
ment and furniture will be 
brand new, and it is hoped 
that the new branch will be 
equipped with many special

Jackson stated that most of 
the confusion resulted from 
erroneous information as to 
how much the net take would be 
from the affair.

San Francisco—_A new Federal survey recently disclosed 
that neither Negro or Mexican-American workers in the 
Bay Area were better off than elsewhere, It showed that 
there is much more unemployment among minority group 
workers than among whites. Most workers out of work are 
so-called ‘blue-collar workers.’’ Of those in ‘white collar’’ 
jobs, minorities are confined predominately to ‘lower paying 
categories.’’ The Negro unemployment rate here is three 
times that of white workers according to the Federal Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission who made the survey. 
On the summer employment for out-of-school youth only 
one fifth of those actively seeking jobs have found any part 
or full-time work, But, of those minority youth seeking 
summer jobs, less than one in ten has found any success,

Wichita, Kan, Whites are being sought in the wounding of 
20 youths, both Negro and white.

ation of an oppressive soci- 
ety. Civil disobedience can 


use every forum available to 
us,’’ it said, 

The NCNP_ convention, 
‘eNew Politics—’68 and Be- 
yond,’’ to be held here Aug. 
31-Sept. 4, will call together 
more than 2,000 representa- 
tives of 200 civil rights, peace, 
and student groups to plan 
strategy aimed at a perma- 
nent radical alliance for po- 
litical action beginning in 1968, 
Some participants are ex- 
pected to press for a third- 
slate presidential _ ticket 
headed by Dr. Martin Luther 
King; others will urge con- 
centration of peace and free- 
dom candidates in local elec- 
tions only. A host of other 
perspectives will be putforth, 
with the convention acting as 
a decision-making body. 


The black leaders’ letter 
stressed ‘‘The black commun- 
ity is in a state of crisis.

A local Bay Area commit- 
tee headed by Semore Jacobs 
and called ‘The Ghetto Com- 
mittee To Send A Rat To A 
Congressman (of like nature),’ 
appears to be in full swing 
in their campaign to regain 
the passage of the recently 
defeated bill in the House of 
Representatives to rid the ci- 
ties of rats and other rodents. 


California Congress- 
men who voted against the bill 
or who didnot vote (considered 
by the committee as a vote 
against) are being presently 
notified that a shipment of 
dead rats is on its way to 
them. Congressmen include 
San Francisco Representative, 
Maillaird (who did not vote). 
Others in the immediate Bay 
Area are Clausen of Marin 
and the north counties and 
Gubser. of the San Jose area, 
both of whom did vote against 
the bill. 


Demonstrations in Washing- 
ton, D.C, and elsewhere have 
already occurred as a result 
of the defeat of the bill to 
eradicate the estimated 90 
million rats in the nation’s 
slums, or one rat for every 
two persons in the U.S,

bite, and little children—es- 
pecially those in cribs—are 
the most likely victims.

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Bayview ToGet 
New School 


After a long fight with the 
Board of Education, the Bay- 
view Parents Action Commit- 
tee won its struggle to have 
a new school built in the Bay- 
view area, = 

In the beginning of the fight 
the Board of Education stated 
that they could not build anew 
school without a bond issue, 
Therefore the children in the 
Bayview area would have to 
wait until there was a bond 
issue voted before they could 
get a new school, 

Mrs. B, Dunbar, onetime 
president of the parent’s com- 
mittee, stated that the Board 
of Education had agreed to 
give them $40,000 to remodel 
the dilapidated old school 
building, However, the parents 
refused to accept this amount 
and the Board of Education 
eventually raised the amount 
to $200,000. Remodeling was 
not satisfactory tothe parents, 
and they turned down allfunds 
for remodeling, 

After an article was written 
in one of the local daily news 
papers it was revealed that 
the state had special funds 
for poverty areas under the 
McAteer Act to aid schools 
in poverty areas. 

The Board of Education then 
pursued these funds by spe- 
cial recommendation from the 
Superintendent, Harold Spears. 
They applied for and received 
a minimum $1,735,500 to build 
a new school, The school will 
cost $2.4 millions. Though 
the state will contribute only 
a part of this money, the city 
will have to come up with the 
balance. 

Mrs, Dunbar gives special 
credit to Rev. Cecil Williams 
for his support in the fight.

‘¢We propose that the focal 
point of this year’s celebra- 
tion be the City of San Fran- 


cisco, where a Black Arts 
Festival will be held in mem- 
ory of the great Marcus Gar- 
vey. We ask all Black people 
to work in unity to make this 
first year’s celebrationa suc- 
cess, 


‘If we do not recognize our 
own great men, who will? If 
we do not praise our own 
heroes, who will? If we do not 
recognize and praise our own 
great men, then who will our 
future generations pattern 
themselves after? 


“In our leaders and in our 
arts, we find the image of our - 
selves, what each of us can 
be. A people who fail to re- 
cognize their ownheritage are 
a lost people.

New Feature At Library ———— 


George Alfred, librarian at 
Bayview Branch Library, 5009 
Third Street, announced that 
the library has recently added 
a new service for patrons in 
the Hunter’s Point-Bayview 
area. The Bayview Branch now 
has a basic collection of 100 
LP record albums for home 
use by patrons of the library. 


The. collection includes all 
kinds of ‘music and various 
educational recordings. For 
instance, the Jazz section has 
recordings by Ramsey Lewis, 
Lou Rawls, and Thelonious 
Monk. In the Popular section, 
you can find the Supremes, 
Martha & the Vandellas, and 
the Beatles. Of course there 
are classical records, and 
there are several full length 
operas—TOSCA and AIDA, 


both featuring famous soprano 
Leontyne Price. (Bach, Bee- 
thoven and Brahms are also 
represented.) There are afew 
Folk singers including Odetta 


and Mahalia Jackson. In the 
Spoken Word section, there 
are Shakespeare’s plays on 
records, and recordings of 
Negro Poets reading from 
their own works. In the Edu- 
cational section of the collec- 
tion, patrons will be able to 
check out dictation records 
for practicing their shorthand, 


French and Spanish records, 
and also a record which gives 
a beginner’s course in speak- 
ing Swahili. 


There is no charge for bor- 
rowing records. All you need 
is a library card. Adults and 
teenagers with a library card 
may check out two records 
at a time. for a period of 7 
to 13 days. If you haven’t got 
a library card, come down 
and apply for one, bringing 
some identification with you 
that has your name and ad- 
dress on it. Come in soon and 
take advantage of the new 
service at your branchlibrary. 


other questions asked were: 
‘What age should a girl go 
steady? Do you think that par- 
ents should tell their teen- 
agers about sex? Do you think 
that teenagers are having sex- 
ual intercourse? and Should 
teenagers use birth control 
methods?’ 

Although the program was 
well attended by youth, Mrs. 
Williams was disappointed by 
the fact that few adults at- 
tended. She explained that in 
her work with teenage girls 
in the area she has found an 
increasing number of early 
teenage pregnancies; between 
the ages of eleven and fifteen. 
With so many little girls get- 
ting pregnant there is a defi- 
nite need for more intereston 
the part of parents and more 
sex education is needed for 
the parents as well as the 
youth. 

When working with some 
girls, Mrs. Williams men- 
tioned, one unwed teenage girl 
of fifteen asked recently: 
‘*Why is it your mother only 
talk to you about life after you 
have made a mistake?’ 

Such incidents greatly con- 
cern Mrs. Williams and, as 
she feels, give her the incen- 
tive to push and use all avail- 
able resources. to combat this 
serious problem.

“Oliver Lofton, director of 
the LSP, was very able and 
well fitted to act as a spokes- 
man because he is trusted by 
the Negroes as one who could 
present their views and ac- 
cepted as an informed spokes- 
man by the Governor and oth- 
er officials. The fact that Lof- 
ton was designated as chair- 
man of a committee to keep 
open communications between 
Negroes and the Governor at- 
tests to the value of the pro- 
gram.

—On the evening the Negro 
cab driver was arrested, the 
LSP tried to ward off the riot- 
ing by speaking to a crowd 
that was gathered at the police 
station. 

In the one year it has been 
in operation, the Newark LSP 
has become ‘‘the place where 
people come in a moment of 
crisis.’? Two or three times 
during the year, the LSP has 
helped resolve incidents that 
could have sparked trouble. 
When the Negro cab driver was 
arrested and a crowd formed 
at the police station, the LSP 
was informed and representa- 
tives were present at the sta- 
tion.

Charles Kay, a local prop- 
erty owner at Hunters Point 
Blvd. has promised to allow 
his land located at the shore 
line of the bay near the San 
Francisco Naval Ship Yard to 
be used as a swimming and 
recreation area for the Hunt- 
ers Point residents. 


Mr. Kay stated that after he 
read about the pool to be 
placed in Hunters Point that 
resulted from the efforts of 
Officer Robert Jeffery and Pat 
Bell, he decided that he had 
to do his bit. 


It was suggested that the 
shore line area be filled with 
sand. Immediate plans are now 
-being made to have soft sand 
delivered to start the work on 
the beach. Ralph A, Rogers who 


presently has several con- 
tracts with BART has prom- 
ised that he will deliver the 
sand without cost. 


However, Mr. Kay stated 
that presently the place next 
door has a temporary injune- 
tion against his unloading dirt 
that causes mud to wash upon 
the tide lands of the ship 
building company next door. 
Therefore, before the dumping 
of the sand can legally proceed 
they must find some way to get 
the injunction lifted. 


Rayford Riley, the man who 
is spearheading this entire 
project, said that he wouldor- 
ganize some of the longshore- 
men casualty workers, and 
they would acquire a catipil- 
lar to level out the sand as it 
is brought in, 


casualty workers. 


The local dispatchers of- 
fice controls the bay areafrom 
San Francisco to Fresno. Lit- 
tleton stated that he sends so 
many men out to work from 
the different areas that it is 
hard to count them. 


Things are slow on the dock 
now because of the recent 
warehouseman’s strike. Ship- 
pers would not ship to the dock 
knowing they could not get 


their load out of the warehouse. 


Even the weather will affect 
the work, When there is a 
storm out in the middle of the 
sea, and a ship has to dock 
elsewhere this also cuts down 
on the work. 

On an average, each man 
that works makes at least $40 
a night, and this includes the 
men sent out from Hunters 
Point. Even though this em- 
ployment is part time, many 
of the men have made enough 
to support their families. 

Most men in the Hunters 
Point area know that they can 
always get a couple of days 
work out of the local EOC of- 
fice, and so they refer to it 
as the ‘‘hiring hall.’”’

Burton 
Report 


Immediate legislation which 
has been passed by the As- 
sembly will put an end to the 
wholesale shipping of patients 
against their will to mental 
hospitals, Assemblyman John 
L, Burton (D-San Francisco), 
said today. 

This landmark legislation, 
which was authored by Assem- 
blyman Burton and which has 
been sent to the Governor’s 


‘desk for signature, limits in- 


voluntary commitment of the 
mentally ill to those who are 
dangerous either to them- 
selves or to others. 

‘Both the Senate and the As- 
sembly have conducted studies 
which document the unreason- 
ableness of the old law which 
allowed thousands of harmless 
individuals to be indefinitely 
committed to state hospitals 
merely because someone al- 
leged that they needed treat- 
ment. 

‘*Many of these patients have 
languished in state hospitals 
indefinitely. Facilities for 
their proper care were not 
available and they were denied 
of their liberty without any 
prospect of cure. 

‘*For those who were re- 
leased as many as sixteen 
legal disabilities faced them: 
Despite this and the indelible 
stigma which haunts the com- 
mitted patient in employabil- 
ity, social status and legal 
affairs, persons are routinely 
committed with a statewide 
average of only 4.7 minutes of 
court hearing. 

‘This significant reform in 
commitment procedures for 
the mentally ill (AB 288), pro- 
tects society and also the in- 
dividual citizen. While not 
solving the whole problem of 
the commitment laws, it does 
end one major abuse,’? As- 
semblyman Burton noted. 
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A Creative Police Role In Race Relations

ANDREOTTI 


The restive youth of America’s big city ghettoes does 
not like cops in general, but exceptions are made for officers 
like Dante Andreotti of San Francisco, 

Andreotti, 52, a 27-year police veteran and former night 
precinct commander, believes there is too much concentration 
in police departments on technical proficiency——on making 
arrests, ‘I say there has to be another aspect to police work, 
he said, ‘It’s the human aspect. You seldom hear a policeman 
calling himself a ‘peace officer? anymore.’’ 

Since employers often reject persons with arrest records 
regardless of whether they were convicted, Andreotti thinks 
that when police officers are in doubt, they should let young 
suspects go free rather than bring them inon misdemeanors, 

Andreotti contends summer, riots, if they come, will be 
caused by an absence of enough paying jobs for Negroes, 

Andreotti’s opinions do not make him universally popular 
with his fellow policemen, but they are part of what makes 
San Francisco’s five-year-old police-community relations 
unit among the most highly rated in the country, 

The San Francisco unit was used as a model by the 
President’s Commission on Law Enforcement, generally 
known as the National Crime Commission, which contended 
that ‘‘no lasting improvement in law enforcement is likely in 
this country unless police-community relations are sub- 
stantially improved,’’ 

CAL present, the commission said, ‘large numbers of 
minotiry group members see the police as (an) enemy (which) 
engages in verbal and physical abuse,’’ It cited numerous 
surveys to back up the point, 

Young people complained of being stopped without reason, 
arrested and given a police record on suspicion or for harass- 
ment, Some complained that police officers were dishonest, 
inflicted beatings, pulled guns too frequently and used de- 
meaning language, The commission found such problems do 
exist, 


POLICE RECIPROCATE SENTIMENT 


Perhaps overstating the feelings of all ghetto youths 
but illustrating the depth to which resentment can go——a Los 
Angeles Neighborhood Youth Corps trainee told: “Every 
brother around here has hate for the beast. If they didn’t do 
something to you, they did it to your older brother,” 

‘The beast’? is Watts-talk for «the police,’’ although it 
is sometimes used to refer to whites in general, 

The commission found that policemen often reciprocated 
the ghetto sentiment. Riding around with policemen during 
850 eight-hour patrols in Washington, Boston and Chicago, 
researchers said that fully three-fourths of the police officers 
they encountered expressed prejudice against Negroes, Com- 
mission staff members said half that number were ‘violently 
prejudiced__they said things like; ‘the Ku Klux Klan has the 
right answer.’ ’’ Even 20 percent of the Negro police indicated 
prejudice against Negroes, 

They saw cases where ‘officers used force where none 
was clearly required or where its use was plainly excessive,’’ 
The report concluded police brutality was limited, but its 
extent was still «disturbing.’’ And it added: ««Verbal abuse is 
undoubtedly far more frequent.’”’ Fifteen percent of the en- 
counters with citizens began with a policeman’s use of «a 
brusque or discourteous command,?’ 


HOSTILITY INTERFERES DEEPLY 


The commission said hostility between minority groups 
and the police ‘‘interferes deeply with effective law enforce- 
ment and the stability of our cities, Itleads citizens to attack 
officers on the street, to interfere with arrests and to fail to 
report crimes or act as witnesses, 

«It is a factor__both as one of several underlying causes 
and as the immediate ‘trigger’_of riots,’ Of 32 disturbances 
between 1964 and June, 1966, the commission noted, ‘‘more 
often than not, riots were set off by some quite ordinary and 
proper action by a policeman, (but) some started after im- 
proper or at least unwise police conduct.’? The summer of 
1966 added other cases: Chicago’s riot started when police 
turned off a fire hydrant, In St. Louis, a handcuffed suspect 
was killed in a police car, In SAN FRANCISCO, a youth was 
shot fleeing from an allegedly stolen car, 


GHETTO RESIDENTS CRAVE PROTECTION 


Despite the riots that sometimes occur there and public 
hostility to police which seems endemic, the commission said 


ghetto residents crave more police protection, 

The commission recommended that police chiefs establish 
a tough rule against physical and verbal abuse, and enforce it 
within the department, It did not recommend formation of 
civilian review boards, 

It said police should get involved in battling the causes of 
crime, including poverty and discrimination, : 

It also recommended special recruitment programs to 
help minority group members meet police employment stand- 
ards. Most departments, the commission noted, have far 
fewer Negroes than a representative ‘percentage of the 
community, 

POLICE-COMMUNITY RELATIONS units were also re- 
commended, but the commission found most of the units al- 
ready in existence to be ineffectual. They tended to be under- 
staffed, have little supprt of prestige within the departments 
and have little or no effect on police behavior in the streets. 


SERVE AS PUBLICITY OFFICE 


Furthermore, they generally deal with middle class mem- 
bers of the community, rarely get themselves into contro- 
versial matters and ‘have not generally won the confidence 
of minority groups.’’ They often serve as the department’s 
publicity office. 

That is not the situation prevailing in SAN FRANCISCO 
under Andreotti and Police Chief Thomas J, Cahill. The com- 
munity relations unit rigorously avoids publicity functions 
and Andreotti is frequently a center of controversy. 

When Cahill changed department policy apparently in 
deference to his district captains, and ordered removal of 
Andreotti’s power to receive complaints on police mis- 
behavior, civil rights leaders demanded and won reversal of 
the order, 

‘We wouldn’t file our complaints with anybody else,’’ 
said Cecil Williams, who heads a CITIZENS-ALERT group 
which watchdogs the police, 


ONLY 2 OUT OF 20 


Although Williams contended they were well-documented, 
only 2 out of 20 of his group’s complaints last year were sus- 
tained on police department review, The point for community 
relations is that San Francisco provides a place where com- 
plaints are welcome, 

All the commission’s recommendations on community 
relations are not fulfilled in San Francisco, Only 4 per cent 
of the department is Negro (the city is more than 10 per cent 
Negro) and there are no Negroes above the rank of detective, 

There is some doubt how much effect Andreotti has on 
the average policeman, but he has set up seminars between 
high police officials and ghetto youths, 

The officials are under Cahill’s orders to appear at the 
Seminars and the discussion is frequently knock-down, drag- 
out, The commission advised similar sessions for other de- 
partments, on the theory that «the possibility of unpleasant- 
ness at a meeting is obviously preferable toleaving these con- 
frontations to the streets,’ 


ASSIGNMENTS ASKED FOR 


Community relations officers are regularly assigned to 
area poverty offices, Since the San Francisco WAR ON 
POVERTY is run by the poor, Andreotti said, ‘I think this 
unit really showed it was proving itself when the poverty 
program asked for those assignments,’’ 

The officers, where possible, expunge police records to 
enable youths to get jobs, When that is not possible, they try 
to explain arrests to potential employers, 

The unit sponsors basketball games to raise money to 
give to community organization and to use for making loans 
to indigent persons, 

Although most of the controversy within the department 
over Andreotti’s unit stems from its popularity as a com- 
plaint-receiving office, it is also accused of “coddling crimi- 
nals’’ because of his outspoken liberal attitudes, 

Andreotti contends however: «‘we’re the so- called ‘doves’ 
of this department, In a Sense, we’re ‘bleeding hearts,’ But in 
the eyes of the people from whom we’re working, we’re 
fighters,” 

The National Crime Commission concluded that Andre- 
otti’s battle is more than just worth fighting, 

“IMPATIENCE, FRUSTRATION AND NOW VIOLENCE 
ARE GROWING QUICKLY IN MINORITY COMMUNITIES,’ it 
said, ‘(IF THE PROBLEM IS NOT TO GET WORSE, TO THE 
DETRIMENT OF BOTH THE POLICE AND THE COMMUNITY, 
DRASTIC AND CREATIVE ACTIONIS URGENTLY NEEDED,”!

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Human Rights Notes 


BART’s efforts to include 
minorities in its work force 
came under scrutiny at the 
Human Rights Commission 
meeting of July 13. Commis- 
sioner Barney Apfel read off 
indicating that ap- 
proximately 30% of BART em- 
ployees consisted of minority 
workers, but the Commis- 
sioners found that problems 
still exist. Most minority 
workers are laborers. 

Out of 1,391 employees, 
there are only 17 apprentices, 
an abysmally small figure the 
Commission felt. Another poor 
showing was in the area of 
office employment where only 
nine minority persons were 
among the 178 office workers. 

“Collective bargain- 
ing agreements between man- 
agement and labor establish 
the ratio permitted between 
journeymen and apprentices,”’ 
Director William Becker 
pointed out. “Since most 
agreements set the ratio as 
one apprentice to five journey- 
men or one to eight, it’s pret- 
ty clear that just adhering to 
ratios set in the agreements 
would enable a much larger 
number of men to be learning 
a trade while building BART,” 

The Commission authorized 
its Employment Committee to 
discuss with the BART Board 
of Directors the general pat- 
tern of their employment and 
steps to come closer to the 
proportion of apprentices to 
journeymen permitted in un- 
ion contracts. 

The deadline for union com- 
pliance with the City’s Non- 
discrimination Ordinance is 
up, the Director reported in a 
letter to the Board of Super- 
visors, 

Last October, when the 
Board passed a Nondiscrimi- 
nation Ordinance requiring all 
contractors with the city to 
have an equal opportunity em- 
ployment program, the unions 
asked for six months to meet 
with the Human Rights Com- 
mission to write a plan of af- 
firmative action require- 
ments, Although expressing 
disappointment that aprogram 
was not yet written, the Com- 
mission’s letter did indicate 
negotiations were underway 
and that specific proposals 
were on the table for con- 
sideration. 


In another effort to expand 
job opportunities, the Com- 
mission offered full aid to 


Mrs. 
Child Care Center with reporters. 


Spanish-speaking and Chinese 
groups who are battling for 
legislation to permit non- 
citizens who file their inten- 
tion to become citizens to work 
in state civil service and on 
public works. Disappointed 
that Governor Reagan recent- 
ly vetoed bills permitting such 
employment for non-citizens, 
Commissioners promised to 
help gain an audience with the 
Governor for the ethnic groups 
worried about this problem. 
Human Rights Commissions 
around the state will be asked 
to join in pressuring Sacra- 
mento for legislative aid to 
non-citizens in need of jobs. 


The President and Congress 
were urged to give priority to 
the ‘‘accumulated and fester- 
ing needs of the poor and of 
the cities’? by appropriating 
all of the funds necessary for 
the solution of these prob- 
lems in a resolution adopted 
on August 10th by the San 
Francisco Human Rights 
Commission. 

The resolution, introduced 
by Commissioner Victor Ho- 
nig, charged the Congress with 
appropriating ‘‘funds adequate 
for military expenses and for 
the exploration of space, while 
refusing to appropriate ade- 
quate funds to barely scratch 
the surface in attempts to 
alleviate the problems facing 
urban centers.”’ 

The San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission is calling 
on similar commissions 
across the country to take sim- 
ilar action. 


The Commission also called 
on Senators Kuchel and 
Murphy, and Congressmen 
Burton and Mailliard to sup- 
port adequate funding for the 
National Teacher Corps, 
since, unless the appropria- 
tion is increased, a San Fran- 
cisco project will not be pos- 
sible. This project, submitted 
by the San Francisco Unified 
School District and San Fran- 
cisco State College, wouldaim 
at training teachers for work 
in schools in the poverty areas. 

In other actions, the Com- 
mission voted to thank em- 
ployers who had made sum- 
mer jobs available or other- 
wise contributed to the en- 
richment of the summer for 
the young people of the city, 


Whitfield discussing problems of 
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Crusade For Who? SS 


The recently announced campaign for new funds by the 
United Bay Area Crusade again bring up several questions of 
concern for the community. The principle question being, just 
who is this money (16 million) intended for in the first place? 
And there are other questions, Whether the whole fund rais- 
ing is a success or failure would seem only to concern the 
poor and others living on marginal incomes when they are 
either asked or ordered by their bosses to contribute. As to 
whether they or other ghetto dwellers ever derive any bene- 
fit from UBAC is another matter. Because after first cam- 
paign and fund raising expenses, then the lavish salaries to 
UBAC and their exclusive member agencies, there is very 
little left for the poor. 


In reality UBAC has long only chose to serve those who 
are a part of the predominately middleclass establishment 
whose main function appears more to be enforcing their 
narrow values on others, That is, the holy preservation of 
the status quo. The poor and other disadvantaged hardly ever 
see anything of benefits from the member agencies whose 
first concern seems to be their ‘operating and staff 
expenses,’? - 


The lack of concern in the Bayview-Hunters Point com- 
munity is a very good example. UBAC sponsors no local 
community self-help agencies. In fact, she never has any- 
where, At least not ‘self-help’ in terms of the poor or the 
ghetto community. e 


For some time there was a periodic get-together of 
UBAC agencies and tenants in the Hunters Point project. But 
recent history has shown that neither the UBAC people or 
their agencies were able to listen or had the desire to com- 
municate with the residents. There were also very few ex- 
ceptions. Their normal attitude and actions were blatantly 
patronizing and strictly paternal. They were deaf to anything 
they heard to which they did not agree and blind to that which 
they did not wish to see. 


Then there is the history of the plight of the Bayview 
Community Center. For local residents and in particular, 
board members, any so-called conversations’ with UBAC 
were strictly onesided. UBAC never once attempted to show 
equal courtesy in dealing with the Center of its board in the 
question of funding membership. In the lone confrontation 
with the Center’s board, the committee of UBAC acted more 
like the membership review board of some country club. The 
fact was that the only thing that seemed to turn them on was 
the presence on the Center’s board of a few white faces, The 
UBAC committee reaction was that the Center board was 
therefore making some improvements, But despite this and 
other numerous humilities and establishment insults upon the 
Center and its membership, UBAC did nothing. They had not 
even the courtesy of communicating with the Center. 


The general feeling elsewhere has always been that the 
lack of real face to face honesty on UBAC’s part in dealing, 
except on their own narrow terms, with some people is the 
true measure of their blunt ineptitude and insincerity. 

Whereas they require new groups of poor to play all 
kinds of games to qualify and be accepted into funding mem- 
bership, others, such as the present members, find it often 
too easy in being refunded. 


One example is that junior outdoor semi-military outfit 
of upper-middle class kids called the Boy Scouts. Noted only 
for their lack of concern for the poor, and often maintaining 
segregated units and so on, this old standby is long past the 
segregated units and so on, this old standby is long pasf the 
stage of constant review of their funded monies and programs. 
In this day and age it would be un-American to even ques- 
tion the BS of A, 


The local San Francisco BS of Agoso far as to even hire 
a Montgomery St. public relations firm to do their publicity. 
The point being, if they can afford PR, can we afford UBAC? 


Another case in point is the problem of funding to re- 


ligious organizations and the matter of how such funds are - 


used, That is, for religious or service purposes? 


How much, if any, value to the entire giving community 
is a grant to the Jewish Community Center or some Romat 
Catholic Social Service group? This is, of course, no easy 
problem to either tackle or answer. Any discussion usually 
is based on emotion or sore razor edge question, But the 
problem is there, 


One very negative aspect of the above problem is the 
matter, in the past, of coercion on the part of one religious 
group toward UBAC to keep any programs such as birth con- 
trol programs from a local planned parenthood group out of 
possible funding. This despite the more than obvious need 
for such programs for the poor.

War, Riot & Priorities 


Our nation is in crisis. We fight a stalemated war 
10,000 miles from our shores; there is no immediate 
prospect for peace. We face despair and disruption in our 
cities; there is no immediate prospect for solution. 

Never before, in modern American history, have our 
national priorities seemed more seriously unbalanced. 
Never before have we Americans been more distracted 
from our basic responsibilities. Never before has national 
sentiment been more confused. And never before has 
enlightened opinion been more frustrated and paralyzed. 

This vacuum of vision and leadership, in turn, is being 
filled by a movement of hostility and reaction. Faced 
with the despair of the oppressed the response of this 
movement is to demand more force, more punishment. 
The deprived, whether in Vietnam or the ghetto, cry out 
for redress and independence; but their call is not under- 
stood. And so their violent rebellion is attributed to ex- 
ternal conspiracy, to scapegoats. Thus, even in desperate 
violence, the oppressed are ignored. 

America, then, is threatened not only by overwhelming 
problems, but by the dangerous consequences of our re- 
sponse, a cycle of vigilantism and repression, in domestic 
and foreign policy alike, which may ultimately tear apart 
the soul of this nation. 

Never since we have been in Congress have we been 
more alarmed for the future of our country. Each of us is 
willing to accept some measure of responsibility for the 
imbalance of American national priorities and the in- 
adequacy of our national response to crisis, We are sure 
others in Congress who think as we do will join in so ad- 
mitting. 

And so we must be frank about who we are, how we 
feel, and what we expect. Confronted by continued 
stalemate in Vietnam, greater violence in the cities, and 
an increasingly reactionary response to that twin prospect, 
we have little confidence that progressive forces in Con- 
gress will of themselves succeed in redefining American 
priorities and redirecting American energies, 

We seek, therefore, a national movement for social 
reconstruction to help reverse the dangerous drift to reac- 
tion currently threatening our public life.

‘The White Problem 


by Stokely Carmichael 


To most whites, black power seems to meanthat the Mau 
Mau are coming to the suburbs at night. The Mau Mau are 
coming, and whites must stop them. Articles appear about 
plots to “get whitey,’’ creating an atmosphere in which “law 
and order must be maintained.’’ Once again, responsibility 
is shifted from the oppressor to the oppressed, Other whites 
chide, “Don’t forget-_you’re only 10% of the population; if 
you get too smart, we’ll wipe you out.” If they are liberals, 
they complain, ‘What about me?—don’t you want myhelp any 
more??? These are people supposedly concerned about black 
Americans, but today they think first of themselves, of their 

lings of rejection, Or they admonish, ‘«You can’t get any- 
ere without coalitions,’? when there is in fact no group at 
* present with whom to form a coalition in which blacks will

not be absorbed and betrayed. Or they accuse us of ‘‘polar- 
izing the races’? by our calls for black unity, when the true 
responsibility for polarization lies with whites who will not 
accept their responsibility as the majority power for making 
Democratic process work, 
WHITE POWER AND THE WHITE COCK PARTY 

White America will not face the problem of color, the 
reality of it, The well-intended say; ‘‘We’re all human, every- 
body is really decent, we must forget color.’’ But color can- 
not be “forgotten’’ until its weight is recognized and dealt 
with, White America will not acknowledge that the ways in 
which this country sees itself are contradicted by being 
black——and always have been. Whereas most of the people 
who settled this country came here for freedom or for eco- 
nomic opportunity, blacks were brought here to be slaves, 
When the Lowndes County Freedom Organization chose the 
black panther as its symbol it was christened by the press 
“the Black Panther Party’’_—but the Alabama Democratic 
Party, whose symbol is a rooster, has never been called the 
White Cock Party. No one ever talked about ‘white power’’ 
because power in this country is white, All this adds up to 
more than merely identifying a group phenomenon by some 
catchy name or adjective, The furor over that black panther 
reveals the problems that white America has with color and 
sex; the furor over ‘‘black power’’ reveals how deep racism 
runs and the great fear which is attached to it, 


“IT TAKES TIME TO BECOME FREE OF THE LIES...’’ 
Whites will not see that I, for example, as a person op- 
pressed because of my blackness, have common cause with 
other blacks who are oppressed because of blackness, This 
is not to say that there are no white people who see things as 
©: but that it is black people I must speak to first. It must 
e the oppressed to whom SNCC addresses itself primarily, 
not to friends from the oppressing group, 

From birth, black people are told a set of lies about 
themselves, We are told that we are lazy—yet I drive 
through the Delta area in Mississippi and watch black people, 
picking cotton in the hot sun for 14 hours, We are told, “If 
you work hard, you’ll succeed’’_—but if that were true, black 
people would own this country. We are oppressed because we 
are black——not because we are ignorant, not because we are 
lazy, not because we’re stupid (and got good rhythm), but be- 
cause we’re black, 


I remember that when I was a boy, I used to go to see 
Tarzan movies on Saturday. White Tarzan used tobeat up the 
black natives. I would set there yelling, ‘‘Kill the beasts, kill 
the savages, kill ‘em!’? I was saying: Kill me. It was as ifa 
Jewish boy watched Nazis taking Jews off to concentration 
camps and cheering them on, Today, I want the chief to beat 
hell out of Tarzan and send him back to Europe. But it takes 
time to become free of the lies and their shaming effect on 


black minds, ‘It takes time to reject the most important lie: 
that black people inherently can’t do the same things white 
people can do, unless white people help them. 


THE NEED FOR PSYCHOLOGICAL EQUALITY 

The need for psychological equality is the reason why 
SNCC today believes that blacks must organize in the black 
community, Only black people can convey the revolutionary 
idea that black people are able to do things themselves. Only 
they can help create in the community an aroused and con- 
tinuing black consciousness that will provide the basis for 
political strength. In the past, white allies have furthered 
white supremacy without the whites involved realizing it—_or 
wanting it, I think, Black people must do things for them- 
selves; they must get poverty money they can control and 
spend themselves, they must conduct tutorial programs them- 
selves so that black children can identify with black people. 
This is one reason Africa has such importance: The reality 
of black men ruling their ownnations gives blacks everywhere 
a sense of possibility, of power, which they do not now have.

Castro-Carmichael Liaison 
Raises Some Suspicions. . . 


What was Stokely Carmichael doing in Cuba? This is one 
of the questions probéd recently in an article in U.S, News 
and World Report which examines the theory that racial vio- 
lence in the U.S. may be part of a well-directed plan. 


The Carmichael-Castro liaison has created lots of suspi- 
cions in this country, especially if Carmichael intends to 
plant some black power missiles here as a result of the visit. 


The U.S. News and World Report article does raise an 
-nteresting point. Is this country so bound up with its war in 
Vietnam that it fails to recognize the war in its big cities? 


Off hand it seems difficult to link some police~caused 
fracas--like the raiding of an after-hours club in Detroit-- 
with a deliberately plotted effort to cause a riot. 


It is after the upheaval begins that there may exist the 
possibility of some intelligent direction and organization, 
such as the placement of snipers at well-hidden vantage 
points. Snipers have to know how to use their weapons, and 


they have to know how to choose their spots, 


Newark police have claimed that snipers there were effi- 
cient, and apparently didn't shoot to kidl but only to create 
diversions. 


But a conspiracy? Right now it's like arguing that Hitler 
is still alive and is stashed in the Matto Grosso with his mis- 
tress; or that John F. Kennedy was shot by more than one 
assassin--you may get an argument but who can prove any- 
thing. 


More urgent is the need to recognize the causes which 
may ignite another American city before the long hot sum- 
mer ends, 


And it would be nice to have some of that money being 
spent in Vietnam to do something constructive for poor 
people here at home. 
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Why Is It? 


Why is it that the military power-elite and their rela- 
tives and sympathizers will always fight social legislation 
--medicare, free clinics, free medicine, improved social 
security, adequate wage guarantees, free child care, and 
so on? Yet these same militarists and their families en- 
joy to the fullest, and then some, all the luxury of free 
government social services that include far more than pro- 
posals for the poor. ; 

Why is it that LBJ calls for “prayers in our churches for 
racial peace" when the last and remaining institution to 
stand fast in its efforts to segregate, discriminate and pro- 
mote white supremacy are the churches? 

Why is it that we only hear about persons being killed 
(mainly blacks by white soldiers) in revolting ghettoes yet 
nothing about those blacks who are killed in the adjacent 
white suburbs and then their bodies are! quickly rushed into 
revolt areas where it is claimed and lied to us that they 
were all the time? 

Why is it that the Buckley's, Goldwater‘s and other 
"conservatives" will preach on “rugged individualism“ 
and “a man making it on his own" yet every single one 
of them inherited their wealth? 

Why is it that congressmen can spend millions by the 
hour to kill, burn and orphan Vietnam children yet not 
allow one cent for the protection of American children 
against the disease, filth and bites of ghetto rats and 
rodents? 

Why is it that those older persons-on social security 
vote against any and most school bonds and the like? 

Yet the younger parents of the kids often deprived of good 
schools have to make social security payments?

The New Direction to Freedom 


What ever happened to the grand old civil rights move- 
ment? Have we lost the tradition of ‘‘Selma,’’ the claim to 
fame of many white ‘civil righters’’? 


Right after the great Selma and Birmingham demon- 
strations, civil rights was a booming crusade, but suddenly 
it?s come to a halt. Some say that the black power advocates 
in» CORE (Congress of Racial Equality) and SNCC (Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Committee) have scared the white 
liberal away from the civil rights movement and they have 
gone to find a new crusade, Whatever the reason, it is clear 
that whites no longer participate in civil rights as they were 
doing in the late fifties and early sixties, 


In think it would be fair to say that after the original 
bus demonstration in Montgomery, Alabama, whites put the 
impetus in the civil rights movement. From North to South, 
they gave unprecedented support to the struggle. In the grand 
march on Washington, it was apparent that there were just 
as many whites as blacks, if not more, Integration undoubtedly 
had won the praise of whites throughout the world, and cul 
minated in the Nobel Prize to its leading proponent—_Dr. 
Martin Luther King. However, suddenly, the white ‘civil 
righters’? have disappeared. 


Civil rights and integration were noble. causes, but the 
white man’s committment to these causes was limited, When 
liberals demonstrated for civil rights and integration, they 
were demonstrating to have civil rights laws placed on the 
books, It was a demonstration to acquire a right for blacks 
to sit at an all-white lunch counter or to go to an all-white 
school, or to move to an all-white neighborhood, It was an 
attempt to achieve the principles of the American dream of 
democracy. To the blacks, the story was different. It wasn’t 
a question of principle: it was a question of life or death, 
They wanted to stop the merciless killings, beatings and 
killings of blacks. They wanted employment to feed their 
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families, equal opportunity for education, housing free from 
refuse, rodents——and, above all, they wanted to be treated 
like human beings, 


Since whites put the impetus in the civil rights move- 
ment by their overwhelming participation in the demonstra- 
tions and their incalculable monetary contributions, the slack 
in the civil rights movement is to a great extent due to their 
surprising retreat; notwithstanding the fact that much remains 
to be done in attaining equal rights for all in this great society, 

This sudden slack in the civil rights movements, including 
the latest judgment handed down by the U.S, Supreme Court 
(a ruling that there was no constitutional right to demonstrate 
on state property in the case of Adderly v. Florida) leads ane 
to question the sincerity of those so-called do-gooders. 
Were the liberals sincere in this quest for civil rights and 
did they really mean it when they sang, ‘‘We shall overcome,’? 
‘Honesty’? is a big word and not often found in the conduct 
of men, 


In the past, blacks and whites laid their bodies on the 
line in the Civil Rights demonstrations; a noble gesture in- 
deed, However, I am certain that the commitment of whites 
and blacks was different. To the blacks, the call of «civil 
rights’? was just another label; it wasn’t a goal, The goal 
was freedom, both physically and psychologically. When Mrs, 
Rosie Parks of Montgomery, Alabama, refused to go to the 
back of the bus and the ensuing demonstrations occurred, 
the news media called it ‘civil rights,’”* It was equated with 
what the NAACP had been fighting for in the courts since 
World War II, but it was not the same thing. It was not the 
quest for civil rights that motivated Mrs, parks to refuse 
to go to the back of the bus, but her pride and dignity that

forced her to stand in protest where the courts had in effect 
failed, 


Nevertheless, democratic and liberal-minded whites had 
foung a crusade in this thing called civil rights, They marched 
so that the blacks could integrate. They marched to legitimize 
integration; to give blacks an opportunity to live with them, 
to go to school with them, and eat with them, In the-north and 
south, they wanted it to be legitimate to have a Negro friend 
without loss of job, or ostracism by their communities, It 
was a crusade for the lessfortunate, anattempt to give blacks 
the opportunity to enjoy some of the finer things in life, such 
as ‘white people.’’ In summation, the demonstrations by 
whites were, in most cases, a charitable gesture. When 
whites in their effort to help blacks infiltrated the civil rights 
movement by the millions, the movement clearly became one 
that gave no recognition to the psyche of the black man, there 
were no attempt to restore pride and dignity in the black 
man (that thing which had initiated the entire movement); 
the attempt was only to legitimize integration and beyond 
this, there was nothing. 


Blacks eventually throughout the United States began 
to find dissatisfaction with the civil rights movement, not- 
withstanding the national praise that Dr. Martin Luther King 
was getting from whites, They (blacks) realized a need to 
restore pride and dignity in the black race. Consequently, 
black nationalists and Afro-American organizations that 
talked of pride and dignity of black people and who had long 
been obscure in this country began to gain greater support 
from blacks, These organizations found support on many 
college campuses, and in many slum areas where the masses 
of Blacks live. The simple truth was that civil rights legis- 
lation had not changed the lives of the masses of blacks, 
This support of black oriented organizations is understand- 
able when it is realized that no matter how many of the black 
masses in the slums are told of civil rights gains__they 
know their plight remains the same. In a recent meeting 
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of the All (Afro-American Institute) in San Francisco, Bill 
Bradley, the institute’s director, stated «“Blacks have got to 

realize they’ve got to do for themselves because the white 
liberals aren’t going todoadamnthing,”’ This leader preached 

self-help without white leadership, and this is the new trend 

in the rights organizations, 


Men such as Martin Luther King, Roy Wilkins, and whit- 
hey Young agree with whites when they say that we’ve made 
a lot of progress in civil rights inthe last decade, They point 
to all the civil rights legislation at state and national levels, 
Such legislation, often founded on the noble principle of ‘life 
and liberty for all’? usually falls short of remedying real 
problems, and ultimately becomes a part of the backlog of 
uninforced rights legislation that gathers dust in our sacred 
law books, The argument is that you cannot expect to undo 
a wrong that has taken hundreds of years to create, so you 
should take one step at a time and not move too fast. There- 
fore, we can’t expect immediate results from the legislation, 


Whites say that ‘black power’’ advocates are moving 
TOO fast and that the phrase “black power’? is hurting the 
civil rights movement. Even the great liberal Senator Robert 
Kennedy stated that the black power movement was hurting 
the civil rights movement, but he is not alone because Roy 
Wilkins of the NAACP denounced the movement entirely, So, 
where does this leave SNCC. and CORE, two organizations 
that have led the civil rights movement and presently headed 
by two black powers advocates, Floyd McKissick and Stokely 
Carmichael? These two organizations at one time had a 
tremendous amount of white support when the march was for 
integration, Now that black power advocates speak of restoring 
motivation and dignity in black people by achieving political 
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and economic power for the black community, the interest 
has all but disappeared, Some argue that the Black Pow 
advocates are putting them out of the movement, but C 
michael says they just want them out of leadership. All you 
can hear from whites who at one time supported civil rights 
is__“Black Power’? is hurting civil rights_—it’s creating 
a ‘white backlash,’”? They say that ‘white backlash” is the 
effort of conservatives and liberals alike to put brakes on 
the black power movement, America might say that it wants 
blacks to be free, but we can be sure that the liberals aren’t 
quite ready to see blacks flaunt the same kind of political 
power they (the whites) have practiced, This fact was evidenced 
in the denial of Representative Adam Clayton Powell’s con- 
gressional seat, and his chairmanship of the Education and 
Labor Committee, 


It has been said that liberals want blacks to be free but 
not TOO fast. They want blacks to move at a slow pace in 
order to prevent upsetting the status quo, They want to set 
the cadence for the march to freedom, 


Carmichael says that for the march to freedom to be 
meaningful to the black man, he must lead his own march, 
Is white leadership in black movements helping to restore 
motivation and dignity to the black people? No, if the black 
man can’t lead his own march to freedom, how can he really 
feel free? 


In the concept of black power there isan effort to restore 
dignity and pride to the psyche of the black man by first giving 
the word ‘black’’ a positive connotation in hopes of creating 
a positive nucleus as a focal point for uniting the black men. 
in this country. This concept recognizes aneedfor the masses 
of blacks to have some control over their destiny in this 
country and consequently provide political and economic power 
in an effort to amplify their voices (which, to date, has re- 
mained obscure in this country), On the other hand, whites

see black power as violent and negative, and they fear it, 
Their fear is unjustified and unreasonable; at most, it is an 
emotional reaction created by their psyche. You might ask, 
what about all the riots? isn’t that something to fear? As I 
see it, the answer is no, In every ghetto riot in this country 
the black community ultimately bore the loss, Property owners 
victimized by the destruction of riots fared well__they were 
re-established by their insurance companies; the many lost 
lives of blacks were not subject to remedy, 


Somewhere down the line whites must set aside their 
fears and approach this race problem with sincerity. @ 
whites wish to help, they must try tounderstand the problem 
of blacks. For too long civil rightshas meant mere rights for 
the blacks in the minds of whites, It was easyfor them to 
satisfy their conscience by marching for the cause, Marching 
to get a rights law on the books is not enough; it is no end, 
The end will come when ‘‘duty’’, the correlative of ‘‘right’’, 
is recognized and accepted, Until whites accept their duty 
to treat blacks as equals, civil rights won’t mean a damn 
thing. The heart of the problem is in the soul of man, 

Blacks are not asking for the love of whites (as many 
whites think) but rather resqct as human beings, When the 
white liberal shakes my hand and says «I’m Joe Blow, I 
marched to Selma,’’ the first question in my mind is «‘What 
the hell is he selling??? and if he is not selling anything, then 
why is he advertising? Blacks don’t have to buy equal treat- 
ment or patronize whites in order to obtain it, They are born 
equal, In looking through a section of newspaper’s want ads, 
I noticed the ad ‘‘Wanted_-25 young men’ and in hold 
letters, ‘‘We’re an Equal Opportunity Employer.’’ I thought 
to myself, ‘‘You don’t say!’’ I was personally familiar with 
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this employer’s equal opportunity ‘‘jazz.’”” They apparently 
didn’t know there was such a thing as false advertisement, 
but then again, ‘equal opportunity’? might mean having two 
black faces for show! 


I’ve known cases where the equal opportunity employer 
could be convicted of fraud in a court of social justice, if 
you can imagine such a thing. The facts are simple; the 
employer advertises for minorities and promises to hire 
on an equal basis to some commission supposedly dedicated 
to fair employment, However, even though the job only calls 
} qualifications the employer is going to demand that 
th ack applicant have (X) x 2 qualifications, that is, this 
black man not only has to be black, but at the same time he 
must in effect be white. He must identify with the white 
middle class, He must look the right way, walk the right 
way, and say the right thing if he wants the job; this is aside 
from qualifications necessary to execute the job, They say 
this is equal opportunity, and whites are quick to respond 
‘¢you know there was atime when we didn’t hire any Negroes,’? 
ff I’ve learned anything, I’ve learned this: when it comes to 
racial relations, the meaning of the word ‘equal?’ is arbi- 
trary; it means whatever whites want it to mean. 


Blacks have tired of bargaining for the phony buck, 
it’s a provoking experience when you find that you’ve been 
gypped, You’re asked to play white and you play white, 
you’re told to be humble and you’re humble, and when the 
opportunity finally comes, you’re not the chemist you bar- 
gained for; rather, you’re a sophisticated messenger boy 
for the chemical division, However, if you work out all right, 
whatever that means, you will make it like all the other 
chemists in the department. You are always reminded,

‘there was a time when they didn’t hire any blacks, so con- 
sider yourself privileged, you’re one of the two black pro- 
fessionals among-a total of about athousand employees. When 
you see this scene time after time, it becomes obvious that 
education of blacks is no cure-all to this racial problem; 
it only helps. 


The black man without an education usually doesn’t get 
simulated equal opportunity. He’s lucky if he even getsa 
job. His plight is almost futile; he has nothing to bargain 
with; and even if he can do plumbing or electrical work, 
that’s not enough because he’s black and that’s what hurts 
him, He’ll never get in the union, His frustrations are great, 
because he knows he’s playing a losing game. He responds 
to the situation with an emotional catharsis, ‘I hate whitey.” 
He knows it doesn’t help his situation, but it makes him feel 
better. Except for a few isolated incidents, it is hard to find 
real animosity for whites in blacks_—_the kind that pre- 
occupies whites in this country. 


I’ve witnessed black riots in Watts and San Francisco’s 


_ Hunters Point where wide acts of violence and property 


damage have taken place and have yet to find any evidence 
that there is any real hate for whites, unless we call the 
destruction of property. displaced hostility, and even this 
doesn’t indicate hate for whites as much as it does con- 
tempt for the white establishment. At most blacks are vent- 
ing an intolerable frustration, and once vented, itis over with. 


Riots are a costly form of therapy, more often than not 
costing the lives of many blacks without redress, On the 
other hand, whites say as a result they’ve been attracted to 
a social sore that deserves some study and investigation 
and for this reason, some say they are helpful. 


For the masses of blacks, the reality of the situation

Dear Ruth, 

Something ‘terrible has happened. My daughter is preg- 
nant. She is only fifteen—-a child, and what does she know 
about taking care of a baby? She should be at school so she 
can get her education, and now as soon as they find out about 
her she won’t be allowed to go to school, 

I am writing to you because I just have to talk to some- 
one who can give me advice. What can I do? First I was too 
upset to even think about it, wondering what would happen 
to my child now that she has gone and done this. I felt full of 
revenge and I wanted to find that boy who was the cause of it. 
But I know that she must be somewhat to blame too. And I 
guess it’s my fault in a way too. I keep wondering over and 
over what I did wrong that made her go and do this. 

But it’s too late now. Now I must think ahead and try to 
find out what is the wisest thing for me to do to help her. 
So Iam turning for advice. Can you help me? 

Mrs. E, S, 

Dear Mrs. E, S.: 
Take courage. Be brave. There are some very positive 
steps that you can take to help your daughter in her situation. 

The immediate needs are first of all, good medical care! 
That means going to a clinic or a private doctor right away. 
The sooner a pregnant girl gets a medical examination and 
follows doctor’s orders the greater are the chances for her 
own health and for that of her baby. Many problems can be 
avoided if the doctor is able to treat the young mother very 
early. This is the case ofall pregnant women, but particularly 
is it true of teenage mothers. 

Your daughter needs to learn what foods are good for her 
during these early pregnancy months when her body is under- 
going many changes, and the doctor may find that she needs 
medication to build her blood supply or other body deficiencies 
that sometimes develop and if not correctedcancause trouble 
to herself or to the baby. 

Secondly, she needs to have your support and coopera- 
tion and the knowledge that she can get advice about herself 
and for her future. Do you know that there are two Special 
Service Centers in San Francisco where pregnant girls under 
the age of 16 can receive just the sort of help Iam talking 
about? 

The center nearest to Hunters Point-Bayview is at the 
Milton Meyer Recreation Center, 195 Kiska Road. Here your 
daughter will have the opportunity to continue with her school 
work so that she can keep up with her class. Here she will 
have a chance to meet with a nurse and counsellor to talk 
over her worries and to discuss details about the birth of 
her baby, about care of the baby, andher plans for the future. 
Here she will also have a period of recreation with other 
teenage pregnant girls. Iam sure that you will find that this 
program will be very helpful to your daughter. To call the 
Special Service Center phone the YWCA at 775-6500 and ask 
for Mrs: Wolfe or go there yourself to enroll your daughter 
Tuesday or Friday norning at 9 o’clock, 

Last, and most important, your daughter will have a 
chance to learn about family planning (birth control) so that 
she will not become pregnant again until she is old enough 
to offer a baby a home with a father. When we know, or even 
suspect that our teenage girls are having sex relations, I 
firmly believe that it is our duty as parents to send them to 
Planned. Parenthood for contraceptive advice and instruc- 
tion. For I agree with you that teenage pregnancy is sad 
both for the baby and its mother.

Dear Mrs. Williams: 

I’m married and have had two miscarriages. This past 
year I have been on Birth Control Pills. I would like now to 
have a baby, and I would like to know if there is any way to 
avoid this, I have read where you should go to the doctor 
before you decide to get pregnant. I went to the doctor and 
-he just said stop taking the pills and possibly it will not happen 
again. The hospital does not take it serious until you have 
three miscarriages in a row. If possible I would not like to 
go through this ordeal again. What would you suggest to best 
prepare my body? 

If it helps any, my mother had the same trouble trying 
to have a baby. She had one miscarriage before me and 
one after I was born. She said it was because of a weak 
stomach she had imagined, that was the reason. If so how 
could I strengthen my stomach to hold a baby? I have no 

children, Your answer would be appreciated, Thank you.

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Dear Mrs. S, X: 

Many people don’t know that Planned Parenthood has 
been giving advice to couples who seek to have children as 
well. as giving birth control instruction. We do not have a 
fertility clinic but we do have the names of doctors who 
specialize in this particular problem and if you will call the 
head nurse at our main office —567-0870—she will gladly 
refer you to such a specialist or clinic. 

Since I am not a physician and you have not had a medical 
reason given to you for the miscarriages you have suffered 
in the past, I cannot of course tell you what you must do to 
make it possible for you'to carry ababy through its complete 
development. When you refer to your weak stomach I think 
that you may mean your stomach, the part of the digestive 
system where food goes after you chew it and swallow it and 
send it through a tube to the stomach. 


Babies don’t develop in the stomach where foodis digested. 


They grow in the womb or uterus. I certainly would advise 
you to see one of our suggested specialists before you try 
again to have a baby as I know from your letter how very 
upsetting this must be to you.

Dear Ruth, 

I get all confused about taking the Pill. Some of my 
friends take one a day, some take them every other day, 
some people say you only need one a month. What is the 
right way, please? If you print an answer to my letter I think 
it will help a lot of people. 

Confused. 
Dear Confused: 

The very best advice I can give you is to tell you to take 
the Pill for birth control just exactly the way the doctor 
told you to. Birth control pills are only obtainable on pre- 
scription from a doctor. You take the prescription to a drug 
store, or if you come to Planned Parenthood you can buy your 
pills right there. Any pill that people tell you about that can 
be purchased without a prescription is not safe and does not 
prevent pregnancy. Women taking birth control pills should 
be watched and checked at least once a year by a physician. 

If you are a patient at Planned Parenthood you should be 
taking one pill a day, about the same time each day, for 20 
days. You then stop taking the pill and in two or three days 
you have a menstrual period. Then you could five days from 
the beginning of the period and start taking the Pill again. 

I know of no pill for birth control that is to be taken at 
two or three day intervais and probably you have confused 
the once-a-month pill idea with a shot that is given once a 
month. It is very successful for birth control. 

There are many scientists at work trying to find easier 
and cheaper methods of birth control. Itis hoped that someday 
we may be able to protect women for a whole year with one 
dose, and some scientists are hoping to make a pill for men. 
But so far we do not have anything better than the Pill taken 
once a day as I have described and the once-a-month shot.

TRUTH ABOUT LENDING 

Anyone who has ever bought 
anything on credit will want 
to give three cheers for the 
‘«Truth in Lending’’ bill which 
has passed the US Senate and 
is now before the House Bank- 
ing Subcommittee. 

The bill would force stores, 
banks, finance companies and 
others to spell out in dollars 
and cents and simple annual 
interest percentages precisely 
what interest they are charg- 
ing. 

‘«So many people think that 
6% a year is a fair rate,” 
says Mrs. Bertha Freeman, 
manager of the Hunters Point- 
Bayview Community Credit 
Union ‘‘that mostlenders have 
adopted some tricks to make 
their rates look less, For ex- 
ample stores tell you that a 
revolving charge account costs 
1. 1/2% a month, which works 
out at 18% a year. Finance 
companies advertise loans at 
1 1/2-2% a month—in real- 
ity 18-30% a year. 

“At the Community Credit 
Union we always tell the 
truth,’”? says Mrs. Freeman. 
‘Our rates are set by law 
at 1% a month, or-12% a 
year, and are the best value 
going for people who want to 
borrow. The Union is also a 
good outlet for anyone who 
has money to lend, and wants 
to help his neighbor.’

Blast Killing Wage Garnish 


‘The poor man not only did 
«not get his day in court, he 
did not even get a decent hear - 
ing’? was the angry comment 
of Robert Barton, secretary 
of the Association of Califor- 
nia Consumers, at the close 
of a senate committee ses- 
» sion July 25 in which an ACC- 
supported bill to change the 
state’s wage garnishmentlaws 
‘went down to defeat. 

The bill, AB 457 by Assem- 
blywoman Yvonne Brathwaite 
(D. LA) was held in the Sen- 
ate Committee on Insurance 
and Financial Institutions—in 
which, Barton charged, ‘‘dur- 
ing the testimony of the first 
witness for the bill a motion 
was made to kill it and that 
was that.” 

AB 457 would have prohibit- 
ted garnishment of wages until 
after a court had rendered its 
judgment on whether. a debt 
was owed. It would also have 
exempted from. garnishment 
one half of the debtor’s wag- 
es or $70 a week, whichever 
amount was higher. 

“Under the present wage 
garnishment law, unscrupu- 
lous collection agencies can 
use the threat of garnishment 
to force a working man to pay 
a debt he actually does not 
owe,’’ Barton said. ‘‘Fre- 
quently the man dependent on 
his job fears that he may be 
fired if the collector goes to

the employer and attaches his 
pay check. 

‘*Not only does this leave 
an open field for scoundrels, 
but it also forces many fami- 
lies into bankruptcy. It is no 
mere coincidence that Cali- 
fornia, with its harsh wage 
garnishment law, has one of 
the highest bankruptcy rates in 
the country. At least under 
AB 457 the poor man would 
have had his day in court and, 
if the debt were upheld, his 
family would still have enough 
money for food.’’ 

The motion to table the bill 
was made by Senator Randolph 
Collier (D,: Yreka), seconded 
by Senator Hugh Burns (D, 
FRESNO) and carried by a voice 
vote.

Because of the many children 
who need special tutoring in 
the neighborhood and could 
benefit from just such a pro- 
gram to enable the potential 
slow learner to keep up with 
his class.
